Two Women Are To Be Questioned in The Case; Both 
Said To Be Former Inmates of Eastern State

A search continues t***lay for the 
two prisoners who dug their wav to freedom from the confines of the 
Bucks County jail. The prisoners were found missing yesterday 
morning after tiny had Ken checked in at the IO o ’chick Saturday 
night inspection. Both of the prisoners were from the Bristol area, 
having been arrested in Bristol township. 
The missing men have lieen identified as hardened criminals and 
their names are given a>: William (Cowboy) McMullin, 34, of 
Mascher st. near Lehigh ave., and Harry Bentham. 34. of Firth st. 
near Jasper, Lith of Philadelphia. 
Former Inmates of Eastern State 
Penitentiary and subsequently pa­ 
roled. the two bud been committed 
to the Hucks county Jail last August 
2 to awalt trial on morals charges 
Two criminals escaped from the 
jail early yesterday by tunneling 
through a wall In their cell, reach­ 
ing the courtyard Hnd sealing the 
outer wall by means of an ingeni­ 
ously devised "rope*' made of bed 
sheets, a chain and a broom. 
> 
Prison officials said they would 
question two women, one of whom 
~ Maid she was the estranged wife of 
McMullin while the other said she 
was a sister of Bentham. Two wom­ 
en visited the prisoners Saturday 
and authorities said the are suspic­ 
ious that some visitors may have 
aided the prisoners by giving them 
tools used in the tunneling process. 
Warden Handy said McMullin and 
Bentham had supper Saturday night

Some time during the night the 
two men 
dug a 
nine-inch hole 
through an 18-inch wall in hac k of 
one of the three beds iii the cell 
The hole wok made ut th** point 
where th** wall and floor joined. 
Thus was un easy task, the warden 
explained, because there was no 
concrete to penetrate. The walls are 
old aud the plaster yields easily. 
I ii their tunneling j o b the men 
used part of an iron bed, a piece of 
metal taken from a mop wringer, 
chisels und other tools. Tile latter 
could not have beep o b t a i n e d In the 
prison, officials said. leading them 
to believe the prisoners received 
outside help 
The men muffled their work by 
covering the tools with strips of 
bed sheets and were not heard by 
guards on duty about 150 feet away. 
The tunneling completed, the two 
- weighing only 125 pounds each - 
crawled til rough and emerged in 
the prison yard. 
Once outside they carefully avoid­ 
ed portions of the prison wall which
